MOB AND BLOODSHED. 


Q.uile a riot occurred at St. Charles, 


11!., on the lihh inst., in consequence of 
the desecration of a number of graves by 
Dr. Richards und his students, to pro- 
cure subjects for dissection. 
A compa- 


ny of men—father, brother and husband 
of a young lady from De Kalb county, 
who had recently died—came here on 
Thursday last, alleging that she had 
been resurrected, procured a search war- 
rant, and, with Sheriff Yates, searched 
(he dissecting room and premises of Dr. 
Richards ; not finding ihe body, yet 
finding enough lo satisfy the "relations 
that she had been there, and under the 
hand of the operator, such as hair and 
other evidences of identity. The relatives 
returned home ; we heard no more from 
them until this morning about 1Q.o'clock, 
when double teams loaded with men, 
and men on horseback, were seen com- 
ing into our town in every direction, un- 
til some 200 men arrived, with a full 
equipment from a rifle to a revolver.— 
After some negotiation, as to giving up 
the. body to her friends, two shots were 
fired from Richards' house. 
This was 


a signal for a general bailie ; the mob 
fired in return, one ball taking effect in 
Dr. Richards' right side, and passing out 
between ihe shoulders near the spine— 
another ball making an entry above the 
hip bonfi of one of the students (Mr. 
Rood) and passing diagonally through 
him. 
It wns immediately reported lhat 


Richards was dead, but he presented 
himself again at the door to show his 
wounds, when a heavy stone hit him on 
the right of the face, which brought him 
down or nearly so, at the same time two 
pisiol shots took effeci in his,right hand 
or wrist. 
The mob then broke all his 


windows, and injured his furniture.— 
The Citizens of the town took little part 
in the proceedings ; such as did, sympa- 
thized with the strangers ; for '.his es- 
tablishment has been a grievous nuisance 
for years. 
After dressing the wounded, 


they are found to he dangerous. Very 
little prospect of the recovery of Dr. 
Richards. 
It has been a disgraceful af- 


fair for our town,, but it has been pro- 
voked by Dr. Richards and his students, 
until endurance ceased to be a virtue.—
